Questions concerning funding and 
implementing repairs on campus were 
addressed recently in a communica- 
tion from Fred Plant, assistant vice- 
president for business affairs, 
through the office of student services. 
Justifiable complaints about lack of 
heat, water problems, deteriorating 
buildings and unlivable dorm condi- 
tions coupled with a seeming lack of 
administrative correctional follow- 
through necessitated the . memo, 
which outlined plans for renovations 
and discussed the factors involved in 
fulfilling repairs and adjusting 
priorities. 

Underlying plans for renovation in- 
volve the feasibility of engineering, 
specifying and evaluating projects to 
determine the best solution, taking 
and evaluating bids, and securing 
funds. Three basic priorities for pro- 
ject reviewing are that all buildings 
will have heat, water, and electricity; 
repairs will prevent further deteriora- 
tion; and renovations must be func- 
tional, less expensive to operate, and 
more attractive.

Saint Joseph’s College and the 
American Institute of Foreign Study 
(AIFS) have developed a program in 
African Studies for the summer of 
1981. Groups or individual students 
may join this 23-day study tour, 
which begins July 23 and runs 
through Aug. 14. 

The main part of the program will 
be held at the University of Nairobi in 
Kenya. Summer climate in the vicini- 
ty of Nairobi is very pleasant because 
of its elevation — 5,000 feet above sea 
level. Before going to Africa, the 
group will stop over in London for 
three days for a day of sightseeing, an 
introductory lec ture on Africa at the 
Institute of African Studies, and time 
for individual activities. 

Contemporary Politics, History, 
and Society of Africa will be the cen- 
tral course in the program, and a 
graduate seminar in African Studies 
also will be offered. Elective courses 
include African Music, Ecology of 
East Africa, and African Written and 
Oral Literature. Programs in an- 
thropology or other areas may be 
given if there is sufficient interest. A 
student may earn as many as four col- 
lege credits. The program also is open 
to those who do not desire academic 
credit. 


Fees for the study tour are: $2349 
from Chicago (may increase for fees 
paid after Mar. 1, 1981), or $2199 
from New York, if available. This fee 
will include transportation from 
Chicago round trip, all meal 


accom- 
modations, sightseeing afid class- 
related excursions as specified, tips 
and transfers. 

Fees will not include passport fees, 
optional excursions, personal items, 
or special beverages with meals. Fees 
may be paid through VISA or 
Master Charge credit cards (with pro- 
per credit level). 

Applications and a fee of $175 ($25 
non-refundable registration fee in- 
cluded) may be sent to AIFS, Green- 
wich, Conn., 06830. Full payment is 
to be made by Mar. 1.

IM Refs Aren’t That Bad

From an outsider’s point of view, the intramural basket- 
ball program for men at Saint Joseph’s appears to feature a 
rough and reckless style of play that resembles basketball in 
name only. Many play with the attitude that unless there is 
blood, there is no foul. Any basketball purrst would be of- 
fended by the kind of play at Saint Joe’s. 

Yet from an insider’s point of view, the SJC students 
have taken a bad situation and have done very well with it. 
Says Don Amidei, director of the program, “Yes, I know 
there is a problem with refereeing, but I don’t know the 
answer. But I really don’t have any complaints. The guys 
who play know this isn’t varsity so they accept the 
situation.” 

The present refereeing system utilized by Saint Joe’s 
requires each team to volunteer two of its members to of- 
ficiate a game in which they are not participating. Notes 
Amidei, “The guys know they have to pitch in and help the 
situation. As the season progresses, the same guys end up 
refeijfeeing and with the experience, they get better. 

“We haven’t had any injuries or fights this year and the 
refs help keep control of the games. Generally speaking, our 
refs know the rules pretty good and usually don’t have too 
much trouble. No game has been won or lost because of the 
officiating,” Amidei says. 

Except for a few complaints, there has never been an ef- 
fort strong enough to change the system. Most alternative 
systems require more financial support than Saint Joseph’s 
is able to give. They would call for a training program for pro- 
spective referees and remuneration for the games worked. 

“There are guys on campus who are already certified to 
ref, but they go where they can get paid. Some of them have 
helped out before, but I don’t think they did that much better 
of a job. If one of our refs is really bad, then I usually try to 
get a replacement,” adds Amidei. 

A basketball purist may not find intramurals at Saint 
Joe’s too appealing, but then the program is not for them. It 
is for students to make of it what they can.
